The questlon was presented by Allce May
Bcudder, and then taken up in the afMrmative by
Susan Hayes Ward, Helen Grandin Lord, Mary
TDame Hall and Alice B, Stim=on, and In the negn-
tive by Susan Ketchum Bourne, Gertrude F, Hess,
Mr=. Charles W, Bassett and Katherine G, Town-

Mrs, Ward contrasted the conditlons of women
and children In the modern home and the home of
the good old times, and thereby arrived at the con-
cluelon that things are immeasurably better as
they are than they have ever been hefors,

“Homes ara more comfortable placea for the chil-
dren now,' she gald, “than they were In old New-
England dayva" Old peojile are younger, and young
peaple ara older, and the Intercourse hetween them
{s pleasanter than formerly. A boy would never
think now of addressing hia father as “hanored and
reversd parent.” The chlldren have Improved In
health, tao, In the light of modern hygienie selence,
and where our forefathers had fourteen little ones,
eleven of whom dled, we now have a carefully
reared famlly of three or four,

HOW TO SERVE OYSTERS,

seldom breaded and fried at
manner.  The mistake which
most cooks make {8 1o inease them In egg and
bread corumbs. This Is seldom a success. The
coating eomes off, giving to the oysters a plebald
appearance, and they are usually overcooked In
the attempt to brown them evenly,

For a dish of fried oysters, gelect sound oysters
which have fust been opened, It 18 more essential
that the oystera shall be finn Aavored then that
they shall be large, though large oysters are de-
sirable. Flatten each oveter glightly and lay them
in fresh milk while you prepare a mixtura of egual
paris of sifted cracker crumbs and flour.  Oyster
crackers, or the richer butter erackers, are good
for this purpose. Let the fat he very hot. Diraln
the oysters one by ona out of the milk, and dip
them into the pulverized crackers and four. Lay
them In a wire basket and immerss them In the
hot fut for two ar three minutes,

Oysters are very
home in n perfect

Diraln them, lay them for a minuta on coarss
brown paper, srned ellp them on a folded napkin
arl pliee them on o hot platter. Garnish them

with o little parsléy and guarters of lemons.

The folded napkine which are lnld on platters for
the reception of fried articles should be of some
chenp quulity, kept for this purpose. They should

When fried artieles have been properly cooked
nd drained, the napkins will hurdly be grensy, but
they are intonded to absorb any remnant of greans
which may ieft. A mere idnsh of cavenna |s
eometimes added to fried oysters hefore they are

USES FOR PARISIAN CATS.

PRIZED A8 PETS, BUT MANY FIND THEIR
WAY TO THE RESTAURANT KITCHENS.

An exhibition of cats Is to be held shortly at the
Jardin d'Acclimation. This suggests the subject of
the cat's soclal position In France, says a corre-
spondent of “The Roston Transeript.” Slnce the
Revolution the animal has conquered In this coun-
try “toutes les libertés,” excepting that of wearing
an entire tafl, for In many districts {t s the fashion
to cut It short., In Parls ents are much cherished
wherever they ean be withont causing too much
unpleasaniness with the landlord. The system of
Itving In flats {= not favorable to eat culture, for
the animal, not having every access elther to the
tiles ahove or to the gutter below, Is likely to pine
for want of fresh air and the soclety of Its con-
genars. In a well-ordered Parls house accupled by
numerous tenants a eat dares not put foot upon the
stairs, and even the mildest suggestion of fellne
nelghborhood in the atmosphere s cnough to make
{ll-natured locatalres call to arms, It Is the privi-
lege of those who live on ground floors to be able
to keep cats, and It |s one that Is largely tnken ad-
vantage of. Probably In no other clty do these anl-
mals la In shop windows and on counters with
such an arrogant alr of proprietorshij. In restau-
rants a very large and fat cat !s kep®as an adver-
tisgement of the good feeding to be obtained on the
premises. Thers is Invariably a eat In a charbon-
nler's shop, nnd the animal Is generally one that
was orlginally white, but long ago came to the con-
clusion that all attempts to keep ltself clenn were
hopelesa,

Its consolation is that it s never blacker than its
master, It |s well known that the long-halred va-
riety of eat ealled Persinn or Angora Is much es-
termed In Parle, and {t {a bred to gome extent for
sale. It = of so amiable a character that 1t 1s sup-
posed to turn its back upon a mouse, so that It
may nat he tempted to do violence, In the prov-
Inces French eats are usually very low-bred ani-
mals, with plebelan heads and tatls, the stringlike
appearance of the latter not bLeing Improved by
cropping,

Although not genernlly esteemed as an articla of
food In FranPe, there are still many peopla seat-
tered throughout the country who malntaln that a
clvet de chat Is us good, or better than a clvet da
llévre. To practisa the |llusion upon themselves
that It Is n hare, they are careful to keep head,
tnll and elaws out of the dish. The weakness of
